I have found that you can use acrylic clearcoats without harming lettraset 
dry transfers. A few years ago I built a station console to go with my now 


gone DX60 and HR1680 with a clock, TR switch, CW monitor in it and lettered the 
black front panel with white lettraset, sprayed it with acrylic and baked it 
in the oven but I set the temperature too high and browned the lettering. 


The panel has stood up very well and the brown lettering looks kind of nice. 
But let that be a lesson to you, you can bake cookies and KWM2's but not 
acrylic oversprayed lettraset.

Yes, acetone dissolves decals and lettering! My Johnson Matchbox was 
heavily coated with smoke residue in a house fire and I had to leave the 
rear decal as is since the acetone I used to clean the bare metal parts 
would have removed the decal even faster than the smoke residue. The front 
panel cleaned up enough to be presentable with detergent alternating with 
isopropyl alcohol (repeat), but always will be discolored. 


Acetone is still one of my favorite solvents, however. 


Many years ago there was a press-on lettering called Datak (I think) and I 
still have a bottle of their brush on clear coating called Data Coat. Seems 
to work fine for any press on lettering.

Adtually, I have had good luck with just about any clear spray you can 
find. The secret is to dust on a few light coats rather than one heavy 
coat. That way, the spray will not attack the lettering. I have a panel 
on a motor controller in my shop that I lettered with dry transfer letters 
and sprayed with clear Krylon and it has been that way for 20 years! Just 
use a little finesse and don't get carried away with the spray. You can 
even spray clear epoxy over them if you are careful. 


Don Buska wrote: 


>Will Lettrra-Set letters dissolve or break up if you coat them with 
>Acrylic lacquer or Polyurethane coating? What have you used to 
>protect the lettering on a panel? 


I always look on the bottle or spray can. Many of the clear protective 
coating products contain acetone. Thats what usually causes decals or 
those rub-on letters to self-destruct. I have bought clear spray 
coatings from arts and crap stores which do not contain acetone and all 
worked out just fine.
